Hi all, 

Hope this isn't a redundant post. I didn't read past posts concerning the 
OHR WM-1 wattmeter. 

Mine is a bit over 4 years old. Failed abruptly last weekend. Symptoms 
were that the wattmeter lost its balance and couldn't distinguish forward 
and reverse power differences. 

At the r.£. out(load) connector(SO-239) there is a short (abt. 1") piece 
of heavy wire between the center terminal of the connector and the corner of 
the board. The solder joint between this piece of heavy wire and the board 
broke loose. The point of attachment of this wire to the board is a very 
small circular area, too small for the stiffness of this wire and the fact 
that the center pin of the SO-239 has a lot of movement which is transmitted 
directly to the joint on the board as you plug in and unplug PL-259's. I'd 
recommend that you inspect yours and if it looks like it suffers the same 
problem, either scrape the plating and resolder the joint so as to spread 
its attachment over a larger area, replace the wire with smaller guage ,less 
stiff wire, or replace the SO-239 connector with one whose center pin has 
much less, preferrably no movement. 

Hope this helps someone to head off a problem before it happens. I would 
have hated for it to happen during the Fall QSO Party in 2 weeks.

> question, what is happening on the sun in this solar maxima ?. 


> ...and can honestly say this is the worsed I have ever experienced. 


Ken, this solar cycle is not highly unusual from ones in the past, 
except solar fluxes are peaking between 200-250, while the last two 
solar cycles had peaks above that. However, we have had MANY days in 
the past 2.5 years where the maximum usable frequency (MUF) was well 
above 28 MHz, allowing 10M to be open. 


Largely, I believe the lack of activity on 10M (especially) is due to 

just that ... lack of activity. I remember solar maximums in the past, 
shortly after dinner, I would talk to several Japanese hams every night 
using their converted CB's (that *would* be QRP). Often Japanese school 
kids working US hams during their lunch break. I remember helping 

several young JA's complete their English homework while they were sitting 
in their car with a converted CB and an easy S-9. I agree, I just haven't 
seen that sort of thing this solar maximum and can't help but think the 


activity JUST ISN'T THERE. 


I would be interested to hear what others think on this as well ... 
whether the seasoned hams feel propagation really is lower than past 
cycles, or just a lack of hams on the air.

Bruce Kizerian (and others) asked for more information about the "small 
diameter transmitting loop antenna" I will be using at Pacificon. 


I have been building and using these antennas since 1993. Most of them 
are made from a single, 10 foot length of 3/4" o.d. copper water pipe. 
Some are octagonal and some are round. The latest one is manually tuned 
with a vacuum variable capacitor. Others have been remotely tuned using 
a small, reversible gearhead motor. 


My antennas are designed to work from 20 through 10 meters. Although 
they will tune 30 and 40 meters, the efficiency is very poor. But on 20 
meters and up they are quite efficient and work extremely well. They 
exhibit a combination of low, medium and high angle radiation and can be 
mounted a foot or two above the ground with no penalty in performance. 
However, they must be mounted well away from other metal objects. That 
means they must be clear of chain link fences, automobiles, towers, 


aluminum down spouts, other antennas, house wiring etc. 


Tuning can be (and usually is) quite critical. The bandwidth of a small 
loop on 20 meters is in the vicinity of 5-6 kHz. That means they must 
be retuned any time you change frequency. On the other hand, because 
they are narrow banded, they are extremely quiet (for receiving) 
antennas. 


A small diameter loop antenna will not outperform a beam but if they are 
properly built and installed they will rival a half wave dipole a half 
wave above ground with ease. I have worked lots of DX using 2-3 watts 
with mine. As you can see from the picture 

(http://www. £fix.net/~jparker/norcal/qrpopenhouse/ohi5.htm) they are 
quite portable, too.

This code gives an autoranging scale (MHz, kHz, Hz) up to the counting limit 
of the PIC16F84A device (allegedly around 20 MHz but apparently it works to 
30 or more). The LCD display gives 8 digits of resolution and reads to Hz 
resolution (1 second gate period) up to 16.777215 MHz and to 10s Hz 
resolution above.

Thanks to Bill, Bruce, Steve, and others for the info on loops. 


I have no 


experience with transmitting loops, but I once built a tunable receiving 


loop. What I learned was quite amazing. 


If I understand it correctly, loops are directional to ground waves but 
mostly non-directional to sky waves. Because of this there are great for 
nulling out AC line noise in a RF hostile residential environment. My 


experience with my antenna seemed to confirm this. 


A few years ago, before I was licensed, I was monitoring the 40 meter band 
with my homebuilt loop and a portable shortwave receiver. As usual for this 
neighborhood, there was an abundance of AC noise--so much that I could hear 
only a few signals above it. Tuning the loop helped a little, but the real 
advantage came when I rotated the loop a few degrees. Suddenly, virtually 
all the AC noise dropped out of sight, and numerous signals, including some 
very faint ones, were copyable. Pretty amazing, and a good illustration of 
the advantages of receiving loops on the lower HF bands. 


Transmitting with loops bring up a bunch of new issues outside of my 
experience. That is why I appreciate the info posted to this list. 


Again, thanks for all the help.

Good introduction to Hell, Jim. I hope it stirs up some interest. 


I too can attest for the attractiveness of the mode. In some ways it's a 
little opposite from PSK31, in that often signals may be slightly heard, yet 
hardly seen on the waterfall. Often with PSK31, it's just the opposite. 
Like PSK31, it does well with very low power. I run one or two watts at 
most. 


The promise of DX is good as a goodly number of the active stations are DX 
stations. Problem is overall lack of activity though. I have often "sat" 
on 14.063 for periods of time and never saw/heard anything. It's surprising 
how often a CQ brings someone. Does that mean that everyone else just sets 
there as well? 


Jims point of frequency spread is well taken. I start at .063 and go up 
from there. Don't know that I've actually heard anyone below that. 


It is a slow mode. It seems like you're typing through molasses. It does 
give you plenty of time to backtrack and correct your typos as a result. 
That's good for me! 


One note of caution, the software seems to be a little more demanding than 
the PSK31 programs such as DigiPan. Some of the later versions will be hard 
pressed to work on a 486 class computer. The later versions (I'm using ver. 
3.6) include some other less common variations as well such as PSK Hell and 
FM Hell. 


One last thing: I think it has the coolest sound to listen to. Weird, I
